No. IO Downing Street through the 
Quai d ’Orsav down to the chill cor-' 
ridors of the Palacio de los Consejos 
where the P arliam ent sat in Madrid,

monarchial Berlin, these semi-under­ 
ground king movements are discussed 
day by day, sometimes anxiously, al­ 
ways seriously.

John Doyle, one of the big men with Spaldings, says that the sa le ol 
equipment, more particularly (nose models within the price limitations of 
youngsters, has fallen off about thirty-five- per cent In recent years. 
Those 
figures are very significant. 
“Oui firm,'’ he says, "made an appeal at the National League jubilee cele­ 
bration last winter for tin* major leagues to help bring the kids back to base­ 
ball.

No kid objects 
to sitting in Hie bleachers.. 
They are th** traditional spots for the kids arid 
the most rabid of the senior fans. 
The kids that will pay two bits to sit in 
the bleachers are not ones who could pay $1.10 for a grandstand seat and the 
club utilizes space that would have been wasted otherwise for a revenue, that, 
while small, is revenue nevertheless.

Eyre with a part of this force to take 
Fort Griswold, Arnold led the remain 
der against Fort Trumbull on Septem­ 
ber ti, I TSL The nil I it lu. IAT in number 
and commanded by Col. Williuiu Led­ 
yard, 
Immediately 
evacuated 
Fort 
Trumbull and crossed ever to Gris­ 
wold. 
Although poorly armed, many 
with nothing hut spears, they were 
steeled to determination by the knowl­ 
edge that som e of the Tories in Ar­ 
nold's army were old neighbors. 
So determined was their resistance 
that they repeatedly hurled hack the 
assaults which Eyre launched on three 
sides of the fort. 
The British com­ 
mander was mortally wounded, its was

Montgomery, 
who

place. 
Finally Major Bromtieid, the 
next In command, succeeded in carry­ 
ing the walls at the point of the bayo­ 
net.
